6,717,516) fails to disclose wherein the baseband modem and the radio frequency unit respectively form physically separate modules. 
Examiner disagrees. Bridgelall states that the device 12 (see Fig. 2) includes an RF module (reads on Applicants radio frequency unit) 
and a Bluetooth baseband modem of conventional design (see cot. S.lines 1-15). Since modules are subset units which maybe grouped 
together for use and since the modem is of conventional design, Examiner has concluded and maintains that device 12 comprises 
physically separated modules that are connected as described in col. 5,lines 1-15 and as shown In the block diagram of Fig. 2 .
